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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To obtain the subject apparatus by providing wires stretched from 
the tops of columnar units erected in fields to the peripheries of the fields, 
covering the upper parts of the wires with a waterproof sheet and equipping the 
side of the columnar units with supports and the tops thereof with a water 
sprinkler and reducing the temperature change of seasons. 

CONSTITUTION: Wires 2 are stretched from the tops of columnar units 1 
erected in fields to the ground surface of the peripheries of the fields and 
the upper parts of the wires 2 leading from the tops of the columnar units 1 to 
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downward suitable positions are covered with a waterproof sheet 4. The upper 
parts of the wires 2 further leading from the aforementioned waterproof sheet 4 
downward is covered with a reticulated net 5 and supports 3, fixed to the side 
of the columnar unit 1 and supporting the waterproof sheet 4 are formed to 
provide a water sprinkler 6 for sprinkling water on the waterproof sheet 4 on 
the top of the waterproof sheet 1 and sprinkle water on the waterproof sheet 4. 
Thereby, water is passed from the waterproof sheet 4 along the net 5 to 
regulate the environmental temperature constant. 
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
